The Port of Chefvo has long enjoyed the 
roputation of being almost the only * water- 
ing-place’ to be fuund in the northern par 
of China, and the only one in uny pare of 
the Empire which corresponded in some 
degree to the idoals in the Occidental mind

There isa Leach, much of which is suitable

There isn current tradition among tho 
residents of Chefvo that one of the enilivat 
British Consuls—perhapa tha very  firt - 
hud in his mind's eye the plon of such 4 
‘Sottlonient’,.as one meets in various 
maritime and riverine porta of China, and 
that when the draft had been drawn out it 
was submitred to His Excelloney the British 
Ministe Frederick: Bruce, we believe 
it wa: bia distinguished fauctiounry is 
alleged ta lave extinyished his subordinate 
by the suggestion that he should attend 
to his own eflicial duties, and nat ngxler- 
toke such extraneous enterprises as Jaying 
out cities and towns for the Chinese 
Government.

That » foreign community in China 
should be content to wallow on decade 
after deeade in the ignaminious condition 
of Chefoo is anly to be explained, as wore 
someof the glaring absurdities of the lite 
foreign occupation of China ty the miscall- 
ed ‘Allies,’ by the “fuct of disunity. One 
of the leading Continental Powers is said 
to favour tho present condition of things,” 
for reasons which it is not worth hile 
toformu)ate, but which the highly mtelli 
gent reador of these lines fs expected to be 
able te see inte without further explanation! 
Of the trade of Chefoo it is needles to 
for the reason that all any mortal 
 know~and perbaps a great deal 
more~is found in the periodical Custos 
Reports. What is of much greater interest 
to ‘transicuts,' is the fact that it is some- 
what difficult ta get to Chefoo at cer- 
tain periods, snd_ still more diflicult to 
get uway.
